“The value of all automotive 
products exported from the United 
States to Europe during 1927 reached 
the impressive figure of $112,000,000, 
as compared with about $25,000,000 
in 1922. 

“This truly astonishing increase 
presents perhaps the most emphatic 
available evidence of the remark- 
able economic recovery of Europe 
during the past seven years. 

“It is significant, furthermore, be- 
cause of the widespread interest of 
our country as a whole in the auto- 
motive industry, whose prosperity in 
this increasingly important export 
field rebounds to the benefit not 
simply of such centers of automo- 
tive production as Detroit, Cleve- 
land, etc., but ultimately stimulates 
the vast range of subsidiary indus- 
tries supplying not only raw mate- 
rials for the cars from all parts of 
the country, but also foodstuffs for 
the thousands of workers involved, 
whose buying power is dependent 
upon the success of the industry. 

“As a further reaction to these 
signs of stirring industrial activity 
and an increase in the buying power 
of the populations of Europe, our 
trade is feeling the stimulus in 
other lines. American machinery 
factories, for example, sold -$38,000,- 
000 worth of their products to Eu- 
rope in 1927. 

“This means that it also sold 
vastly increased quantities of all 
sorts of equipment and those spe- 
cialties, in which we excel, to the 
new lands across the Pacific and 
below the Equator. These lands are 
reacting to improved European de- 
mands for raw materials and are 
now, therefore, in a position to 
strengthen their general economic 
development. | 

“Mining machinery, farm equip- 
ment and road building apparatus 
(to mention just a few) are needed 
in opening up new countries, just 
as they were needed to open up our} 
own. We know how to furnish these. | 

“Every stage of European recov- | 
ery thus involved immediately or 
ultimately the advancement of some 
phase of American business. We 
have already observed the profound 
repercussions upon our trade of the 
stimulation of European living stan- 
dards, and, as the Old World contin- 
ues to advance, we may anticipate 
further developments of this sort, 
which will be of peculiar interest to

as they always do, the further ex- 
ploitation of overseas outlets.” 

“We can stay out of the League 
of Nations, we can refrain from 
participating in the activities of 
the World Court, we can avoid all 
entangling political alliances with 
foreign countries, but the simple 
fact remains that our economic 
destiny is closely interwoven with 
that of every country in the 
world,” said Mr. Mooney, in his 
address. 

“We cannot escape the fact that 
the American people have nearly 
fifteen billions of dollars invested 
in foreign countries, and we cannot 
get away from the truth that other 
governments owe the United States 


government more than eleven bil-} 


lion dollars.” 

Mr. Mooney pointed out that the 
airplane, the radio, the cables, the 
motor car, have all played their 
part in changing the character of 
international trade. The sailing 
ship days are over, he said. He told 
how General Motors plants in 
South America keep in constant 
communication with each other by 
radio. He told, too, how airplanes 
are used by plant personnel over- 
seas and for the transporting of 
mails. 

Mr, Mooney said that the pioneer 
spirit of today is finding an outlet 
in the foreign field; the man who 
seeks adventure in business is turn- 
ing to export. 

“In the natural course of events,” 
Mr. Mooney concluded, “the export 
man must be counted upon to play 
an outstanding part in this unpre- 
cedented forward movement in in- 
ternational trade which we see on 
every hand—he must take his proper 


place, by intelligent leadership and |, 


aggressive activity, in this new era 
that is upon us—an era in interna- 
tional trade of a scope and poten- 
tiality such as the world has never 
known before.”

SPRING WEATHER 
AFFECTS BUYING 


Marked Improvement 
In Employment Proves 
Big Factor 


By HAROLD G. McCOY 
LEVELAND, March 20.—Offi- 
cial arrival of spring the middle 

of the week finds retail automo- 
bile sales in Cleveland materially 
on the upswing, with prospects 
that from now on until vacation 
time buying will be in good volume. 

This break in the mid-winter buy- 
ing freeze which persisted despite 
the introduction of new models, is 
Welcome news to the majority of 
automobile dealers here, especially 
those specializing in the cars in the 
middle and higher price classes. 

The break is probably due to 
nothing more than a taste of spring 
weather which has persisted here, 
while the East was blanketed with 
new snow. 

Another factor, an important one, 
and probably felt more by dealers 
handling low-priced cars, is the re- 
awakening of the employment mar- 
ket, which is pushing new money 
into channels where it has been 
scarce during the winter and where 
dealers have had their hardest time 
in enticing sales of new cars, 

Sales of used cars are in much 
greater volume than of new, which 
is opening the way for a consider- 
. able volume of new buying later in 
the spring. 

Chevrolet sales continue to lead 
the market here in about 30 per 
cent. increased volume. Slow Ford 
deliveries are keeping that car in 
about tenth place, but Ford dealers 
are looking forward to volume de- 
liveries when the Cleveland assem- 
bly plant gets into operation. 

A canvass of the automobile mar- 
ket shows that dealers are now ad- 
hering to policies announced at the 
time of the shows of conservative 
appraisal of used cars taken in trade. 

Numerous instances of extraordi- 
narily high appraisals, even for a 
year when used cars were bringing 
high prices, have been checked out 
by the Automotive Daily News cor- 
respondent. This is probabty, how- 
ever, just a passing situation and 
a device adopted to clear dealers’ 
floors and make way for new pro- 
duction ccming from the factories. 

Shipments of cars from Detroit 
plants by lake to Cleveland, for 
driveaway here to much of the East- 
ern territory, is scheduled to begin 
this week, it is reported. This will 
check the heavy driveaways from 
the factories by highways into 
Cleveland which has been account- 
ing for upward of 20,000 cars 
monthly.

~~ interesting figures that bear on the extent of 
motoring in this country and give some idea of the cost 
to the general motoring public have just been released by 
the American Motorists’ Association and by the American 
Road Builders’ Association. 

These figures show that the average motor vehicle 
owner in the United States last year used approximately 
550 gallons of gasoline. This amount of fuel carried him 
7,437 miles, with an average consumption of 13.5 miles per 
gallon. It is estimated that the nearly 21,000,000 motor 
vehicles in this country traveled more than 158,000,000,000 | 
miles, a total that takes us into the realm of astronomical 
distances. 

Some of the figures given indicate the very consider- 
able effect that climate has upon motoring activities. For) 
instance, in Minnesota, with its heavy snowfall, the average 
fuel consumption is 359 gallons. In Georgia, where the} 
milder climate permits practically all-year driving, the 
average consumption is 739 gallons. California, with its 
fine highway system and its all-season motoring climate, 
consumed more gasoline than any other state, the total being 
1,017,681,000 gallons. New York state, which has more 
motor vehicles in service, fell below California, in spite of 
its numerical superiority, with a total fuel consumption of 
892,800,000 gallons. The winter months in New York, in 
spite of the good roads available, sent a goodly number of 
motor vehicles to the garage. 

All but two states, New York and Massachusetts, with | 
Illinois again without a tax through decision of its Supreme 
Court, imposed a gas tax. While figures are not yet avail- 
able, the grand total for the country is expected to run over | 
$200,000,000.

Starting with a reduction of 25 
per cent. in July, 1925, plate glass 

| prices have continued downward. 
Current price levels are about 45 
| per cent. below those of early 1925, 
and little hope for a rise is seen at 
present. 

The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Com- 
pany has been meeting this situa- 
tion by development of new low cost 
processes. Expenditures for addi- 
tions and betterments in 1927 
amounted to $4,937,923. Additional 
development was carried out at the 
Creighton plant, where there is in 
use a continuous process specially 
adaptable to the production of glass 
for automobiles. 

The popularity of closed cars 
which began five or six years ago 
brought about changed conditions 
in the plate glass industry. The 
greatest demand had been for 
large sizes for store fronts and 
production was fitted to meet this 
demand. The market for small 
sizes was supplied from broken 
large pieces sold at low prices. 

But the _ closed automobile has 
|; made the demand for small sizes the 
| principal market factor. For a time 
this trade could be supplied by cut- 
ting large sizes, but low prices have 
made this practice unprofitable.

Iowans to Vote on Huge 
Highway Building Program 





ES MOINES, March 20—When 

Gev. John Hammill attached 
his signature to a bill passed by 
a@ special session of the Legisla- 
ture providing for submission to 
the people of a $100,000,000 bond 
issue for surfacing ,the entire 
primary highway system of 6,565 
miles, notice was given that Iowa 
was facing an excellent opportu- 
nity for lifting herself out of the 
mud. 

If the people vote favorably upon 
the proposition November 7 a six- 
year highway building program will 
be inaugurated. Many counties al- 
ready have paved the primary road 
system within their borders, but the 
newly approved program contem- 
plates elimination of county lines 
and inauguration of a state-wide 
development. The plan is to com- 
plete paving 4,933 miles and grav- 
eling 1,730 miles. 

Provision is made that before the 
issuance of the $100,000,000 in state 
bonds all indebtedness against the 
primary road fund assumed by 
counties must be paid. Therefore 
there cannot be a primary road debt 
of state and counties combined of 
more’ than $100,000,000. 





By the end of this year there. will 


have been issued county primary 
read bonds to the amount of $43,- 
000,000. Most of these bonds are 
callable five years after date of 
issue, and will be paid between 1929 
and 1934. As these county bonds are 
paid, state bonds will be issued in 
lieu of them. 

The bill provides that all primary 
road bonds, both county and state, 
will be paid from auto license fees, 
gasoline tax and Federal aid. Based 
upon present receipts from these 
sources, there will be ample funds to 
pay all bonds, an average annual 
surplus for additional construction of 
interest, maintenance and all other 
costs in twenty years, with $3,700,000. 
There will be no Property tax.
